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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 1 7, 1 9, 21 , 23 and 25-27 are pending wherein claims 1 and 1 7 
are amended and claims 2, 4, 6, 8-16, 18, 20, 22 and 24 are canceled. 



Status of Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1, 5, 17, 21 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ishizaki et al. (US 3,849,209) is withdrawn in view of the 
Applicant's arguments. The previous rejection of claims 3, 7, 19 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Ishizaki et al. (US 3,849,209) alone, or alternatively 
in view of the ASM Handbook Volume 1 is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's 
arguments. The previous rejection of claims 25 and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ishizaki et al. (US 3,849,209), and further in view of Unrath (US 
3,241,215) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments. 



Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 1 7, 1 9, 21 , 23 and 25-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the 
Response filed 5 September 2008, the Applicant, referring to Ishizaki et al.'s examples 
argues that highest attainable yield strength of Ishizaki et al. ('209) is 55.0 kg/mm 2 (539 
MPa) whereas the Applicant claims a yield strength of 560 MPa or more in independent 
claims 1 and 19. This argument has been deemed persuasive because Ishizaki et al. 
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('209) fails to disclose yield strengths greater than 539 MPa and there is no teaching in 
Ishizki et al. as to how to increase the yield strength higher than 539 MPa. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
